London, June 22. — The InBt stroke had 
not died away in the midnight air when 
from a hundred metropolitan steeples a 
tumultuous peal of hells announced 
Diamond Jubilee day. The vast crowd 
which filled the streets and squares 
answered with ringing cheerB, and here 
and there singing " God Save the 
Queen." The crowds which peopled the 
Btreets and squares all night in the hope 
of a good view of the procession to-day 
were amazing in their sublime patience 
Waiting for twelve, fourteen and sixteen 
hours, as many of theee people are do- 
ing, jammed together, is a feat of en- 
durance that could only be caused by 
some overmastering desire. Quite lialf 
of these Jubilee waiters are women, 
many of them with the pale, careworn 
look of the London worker, yet all en- 
during the back-breaking tediousness 
with the utmoBt good nature. Some had 
camp Btools, some sat on projections of 
buildings, on curbstones, or leaned in 
the doorways and angles made by the 
atandB. Uefreshments were in order 
everywhere, the police had little trouble, 
a cheery good humor being the note of 
the night. 

During the long hours the snatches of 
song and occasional bursts of cheering 
showed that the people were determined 
to enjoy the festival of patriotism and 
loyalty to the utmost. A clear, Btarlit 
sky and cool air kept the spirits of the 
crowd at topmost point through the 
vigil, and with the dawn the hope for 
Queen's weather merged into certainty, 
and tho world prepared itself in the full- 
est confidence for a day of pleasure. The 
earliest active indication of tho great 
event — apart from the people waiting 
for it — was, shortly before Bix, the ar- 
rival of vestry carts on the freshly-grav- 
eled roadways, after the fashion which 
prevailed in the good old days of Sam 
Pepys. Then, a little later, the inevit- 
able precursor of any procession, the po- 
lice, began to arrive in great numbers, 
eight thousand being distributed along 
the line of route. The BtreetB on the 
north side of the Thames had been 
closed to ordinary vehicular traffic at 
7:30 and on the south side at S a. m. 
London bridge had been closed to all 
traffic at midnight, and Westminster 
bridge and the other bridges between at 
5 o'clock this morning, at which hour 
all personB were removed from West- 
minster and London bridges. 

The first great difficulty oi the police 
was in assisting the owners of seats on 
stands and houses to get them, they be- 
ing permitted to drive to them up to 10 
o'clock, for there was a vast interval be- 
tween the title to a seat and the actual 
possession. The crowdB on the sidewalks 
were quite willing to give a passage to 
the favored mortals who owned seats, 
but to do so was difficult. It was an at- 
tempt to divide Bix into four with no 
remainder, and the difficulty waB further 
increased by Lhe arrival of troops after 
>S:30, taking up their appointed places. 
The wise, however, had reached their 
seats on the stands and obtained access 
to the houses, where they had bought 
windows, by 7 o'clock to 7:30. It was 
only inevitable that late-comers, who 
had to push and struggle, in the case 
of ladies did much damage to their 
toilets. At length order was evolved 
out o( chaos — many extreme late-comers 
were peremptorily shut out, and every- 
body settled down to wait. 

The picture was complete. The last 
touches of the decorator, upholsterer 
and (lorist had been given, and the fine 
effect of the decorations could be view- 
ed. The decorations for Her Majesty's 
Jubilee have been universal and without 
stint. Could the Queen have passed this 
morning through some of the wretched 
streets of her great London, some of 
those narrow, ill-favored alleys where 
pale-faced children have come to believe 
that the sky is only a yard wide, where 
there is want and hunger and disease 
the year around, she could not have 
found a more striking evidence of her 
abiding place in the hearts of her peo- 
ple. The resplendent West End, with 
its crimson glory of great banners, 
triumphal arches, wreaths and 
costly blossoms meant no more, if half 
so much, as the tiny paper Hag, or a 
yard or so of narrow red, white and blue 
stretched along tho window sill and 
round the common llower pot with itB 
single rose — the modest decorations 
which formed to-day's shrines for child- 
ren in the shadows oi Whitechapel, 
SpitalfieldB, Noxtonor Shoreditch alley- 
ways. 

It is, however, to the six and three* 
quarter miles of tho processional route 
that one must turn for what is con- 
sidered the Jubilee decorations. The 
means employed here have been as 



varied as the ends achieved. While 
there is plenty of red, white and blue, 
the great reliance has been placed on 
royal crimson, trimmed with gold 
mottoes, beautiful with ecrolle, 
banners, regalias, royal arms, the 
Imperial monogram, portraits, of 
the Queen in every possible form of 
reproduction and allusions to 1837-1S97. 
In the richer streets there are countleea 
costly blosBoins, but paper flowers have 
not been disdained, and especially in 
such decorations as are in the streets 
proper, and the green of evergreen and 
fir and laurel is the garment on the tri- 
umphal arches. Venetian masts, with 
thin, idly waving pennons, Bhields and 
standards, flags, ferns and flowers lend 
more of the picturesque then perhaps 
anything else. There were no scrolls or 
decorations stretched across the street, 
by the Queen's express desire, owing to 
an accident which befel in the Jubilee 
ton yearB ago, when a falling motto 
bade fair to frighten the Queen's horses. 
Naturally, flags of all nations figured 
conspicuously in this carnival of color. 

Buckingham Palace itself was undec- 
orated save for tho Royal Standard, 
which floated above it. The stands in 
front and along the garden as far as 
Hyde Park corner, which were filled 
with civil servants, household servants 
and their friends, were to bo noted more 
for the happy faces they contained than 
for any prominent decoration, although 
the long lines of national colors under 
the trees were decidedly effective. In- 
deed, it was not until passing Constitu- 
tion Hill that one ia face to face with 
the great effect and notes what the 
gradual adornment of last month led to. 
All old landmarks are there, of course, 
but the streets are transformed beyond 
recognition. All seemed like some large 
fair or gigantic festival. All the houses 
and clubs, especially from Hyde Park 
corner to St. James street, are ablaze 
with multi-colored draperies, relieved 
with flowers. Red, white and blue was 
the prevailing combination, not only in 
the bunting and cloth, but also the 
blooniB of the scarlet geraniums, white 
marguerites, and deep blue lobelias. Of 
the houses, Devonshire House and Bath 
House were the most prominent. Bath 
House was most artistic, having scarlet 
draperies festooned with yellow and red 
stripes, escutcheons and groups of flags, 
with baaketB of flowera here and there. 
The universal " V.li." with the Imperial 
crown, were not lacking. 

St. James Btreet was completely trans- 
formed and presented a brave appear- 
ance with its tall Venetian masts, 
streamers, laurel wreaths and rich fes- 
toons. The Devonshire Club was no- 
table with its rich draperies, bearing ex- 
cellent portraits of Her Majesty. In 
Pall Mall much color was Bhown bv the 
stands. Tho Wanderers' Club, at the 
foot of Waterloo Place, was decked in a 
suit of red, white and blue. A little 
further on at the Pall Mall entrance 
to St. Martin's parish, more ambitious 
decorations were attempted. Between 
this point and Exeter Hall were placed 
eighteen archeB formed of colored globes 
or balloons of celluloid, of the kind used 
in Paris during the Czar's visit. Sup- 
porting poles about five feet high were 
decorated with oriflatnme or banneret, 
and an escutcheon with two flags. The 
masts carried a garland of 118 globes, 
each arch and every balloon containing 
a lamp. 

At Exeter Hall, enteriue the domain 
of the Strand Board of Works, an abrubt 
change was made from celluloid balloons 
to a line of Venetian tnaBts, paralleled 
with footways extending to the law courts 
and city limits. The masts were gold, 
with bannerets between graceful loop- 
ings, garlards of paper and muslin flow- 
ers, which wes quite effective, the design 
being light and striking. 

Griffin, the site of Old Temple Bar, 
was bo covered with decoration for both 
day and night as to be almoBt unrecog- 
nizable. 

The Queen Btarted on the royal proces- 
sion at 11 :15, and as she did so the sun 
broke through the clouds. There was 
constant cheering during the procession 
and the best of order prevailed. The 
ceremony at St. Paul's cathedral passed 
off without a hitch. The Queen reached 
Buckingham palace at 12:30 p.m. 



TRAIL IS INDIGNANT. 



Great Public Meeting Protests 
Against Shelving 1 the Peutic- 
ton Railway Bill. 



The Rossland Miner on the Folly 
of Only Half Making Neces- 
sary Rail Connection. 



Trail, June 22. — An indignation 
meeting was held to-night over tho re- 
port from Ottawa that the charter and 
subsidy for the Columbia it Western 
railway extension to Penticton are not 
to be granted this session on account of 
the opposition of the promoters of a 
rival scheme. Hon. D. W. Higgins, of 
Victoria, Speaker "of the Legislature, 
presided, and the meeting was the 
largest ever Been in Trail. The follow- 
ing resolutions were unanimously 
adopted : 

"Whereas, disgraceful and dishonor- 
able methods have been adopted by 
irresponsible and impecunious parties 
now at Ottawa to defeat the bill for the 
construction of the Columbia & Western 
line of railway from the Columbia river 
to Penticton ; 

And whereas the completion of said 
line, 38 miles of which are under con- 
struction or operation, while insuring 
the opening of the vaBt mineral deposits 
in and about the Boundary country that 
are at present inaccessible, would con- 
duce to the prosperity and development 
of British Columbia and the advance- 
ment of the Dominion as a whole: 

"Beit therefore resolved, That the 
citizens of Trail view with indignation 
and alarm the efforts being put forth to 
defeat the said project, and that we ten- 
der the government at Ottawa our sup- 
port and sympathy in its expressed de- 
termination to resist the efforts of a 
handful of corrupt lobbyists to defeat the 
great project. 

'Resolved, that copies of this pre- 
amble and resolution be telegraphed 
Hon. Mr. Blair and Mr. Hewitt Bostock 
our representative at Ottawa." 

The remarks by the speakers at the 
meeting were very plain and to the 
point. Dr. Milne and his associates 
were handled without gloves, and Mr. 
Higgins, speaking as a coast man, was 
not meagre in his criticisms of tho effort 
to defeat the only feasible plan to get a 
railroad west from Kobson.

The Dominion Government Will Make 
Great Blunder by Abandoning the 
Penticton Railway. 



THE PROCESSION STARTS. 

A Royal Salute of Sixty Guns Announces 
the Fact to Waiting Millions. 

Buckingham Palace, June 22. — A 
roar of cheers, marking the course of 
the Jubilee procession up Constitution 
Hill, told tho beginning of the story of 
the Queen among her people, while the 
artillery at Hyde Park by the royal saiute 
of sixty guns thundered the fact to the 
waiting thousands elsewhere. The 
heartB of thousands of insurance people 
and members of Lloyds beat more 
placidly as they remembered the prem- 
iums for five millions of dollars that 
had been paid to them upon the ieBue 
whether or not Her Majesty would start. 
The hearts of two millions of her people 
beat higher as they waited her coming. 

The procession was practically in 
three sections as far as St. Paul's, 
though the two last en route to the ca- 
thedral consolidated as they moved into 
Piccadilly. The first to take up position 
was the Colonial procession, lortned on 
the embankment and moved via Pall 
Mall and thence past the Palace, where 
Her MajeBty viewed it from a window. 
The march began at 8:45. After some 
police, the procession was headed by an 
advance party of the Royal Horse 
Guards, with their band playing the 
" Washington Post March." Next came 
Lord Frederick Roberts, commanding 
the colonial troops, with Colonel Ivor 
Herbert, Grenadier Guards, second in

Rossland, June 22. — Under the head- 
ing "The Opportune Moment" the 
Rossland Miner will say, editorially, to- 
morrow : " We believe an era of great 
prosperity is just opening for Canada 
and that it is founded largely on the 
mineral wealth of British Columbia. The 
government has done the right thing at 
the right time by providing for the 
Crow's Nest line, but this is really one- 
half the work. The vast mineral dis- 
trict west of the Columbia river is now 
almost wholly cut off from railway 
transportation. There are mines all 
the way from Arrow Lake to 
Penticton. Many of these are par- 
tially open and show large ore bodies. 
Without railway transportation work on 
them must be to a great extent suspend- 
ed. The capital is now going into this 
region and an opportune moment is at 
hand for the government to lend its 
assistance, and not only enable the min- 
ers to market the ores but to secure a 
vast mercantile trade to Canada. It is 
evidently a field for a national under- 
taking. 

" The development of the mines, the 
building of smelters and the establish- 
ment of lines of commerce is quite as 
much the work of the Dominion on the 
west side of the Columbia river as east 
of it. The country between the Colum- 
bia river and Penticton has not only ex- 
tensive deposits of gold, Bilver and cop- 
per, but large agricultural areas, and it 
is therefore capable of sustaining a large 
permanent population. If British Co- 
lumbia is to have a million populationin 
ten years, more than half that popula- 
tion will be west of Columbia river. 



AT GRAND FORKS. 

The Youngest City Does Its Share In the 
Jubilee Celebration. 

Grand Forks, June 21.— The city is 
literally crowded with miners and pros- 
pectors, as well as outside visitors from 
neighboring towns, all anxious to wit- 
ness the sightB to take place to-morrow 
in this city. A large granite boulder has 
been placed on tho corner of Bridge and 
Riverside avenue and is in readiness for 
the rock-drilling contest that is to take 
plnce. The prize for the best driller on 
the occasion is $150 for 15 minutes' drill- 
ing with a double hammer. The idea of 
securing iflO a minute for tho drilling 
acts as a stimulant to the swarthy miners, 
who are putting up considerable money 
on their favorite drillerB. Special con- 
stables have to-day been sworn in and a 
big time is expected. There aro at pres- 
ent over 800 strangers in the city and 
every available room and corner has 
been secured for sleeping purposes.

London, June 22. 

" From my heart I thank my beloved 
people. May God blees them. 

" (Sd.) Victoria, E. and I." 

This was transmitted to Lieutenant- 
Governor Dewdney by Lord Aberdeen 
with the accompanying telegram, which 
had been sent in reply : 

Ottawa, 0:12 a.m. 

"The Queen's most gracious and 
touching message this moment re- 
ceived. Shall immediately be made 
known to Your Majesty's people through- 
out the Dominion and will stir afresh 
hearts already full. On this memorable 
day we oiler the glad tribute of loyal 
devotion and all'ectionate homage. God 
save and bless the Queen. 

" (Sd) Auehdeen, 

" Governor-General." 

In order that those engaged in the 
celebration of the Jubilee in this city 
might have the earliest possible intima- 
tion of Her Majesty's gracious message, 
as soon as it was received iu The Colo- 
nist office placards containing the mes- 
sage and the reply of the sovereign's 
Canadian representative were printed 
and posted in conspicuous places 
throughout centre town. 



THE DAY IN CANADA. 

Ea&t and West Have But the One Story of 
an Unparalleled Demonstration. 

Ottawa, June 22. — This was a gala 
day at the Capital. The morning cele 
bration was ushered in with the ringing 
of belle. Later on the school children 
were marshalled on Parliament Hill, 
where they sang appropriate songs anil 
were addressed by Lord Aberdeen. A 
military parade and lacrosse match took 
place in the afternoon. In the evenio 
the bicycle clubs gave a costume parade. 
Fireworks were exhibited on Cartier 
Square, and a band concert was given 
on Parliament Hill, followed by vocal 
music from a choir of 200 voices. The 
i..irliament buildings were splendidly 
illuminated with 8,000 electric lights, 
grouped in beautiful designs. Many 
buildings in the city were illuminated, 
but the show on Parliament Hill rather 
obscured them. It is estimated that 
15,000 people were on the hill this even- 
ing. 

Winnipeg, June 22. — The Diamond 
Jubilee celebration held by Winnipeg 
citizens to-day has never been equalled 
in the West. It was spontaneous and 
enthusiastic, each vieing with his neigh- 
bor to do honor to Her Majesty. Main 
street, the city's principal thoroughfare, 
was simply a bower of evergreens, Hags, 
bunting, etc., and three mammoth arch- 
eB spanned the street in central parts. 
The weather was perfect, and large 
crowds turned out to view the morning 
parades, which were participated in by 
4,000 school children, members of the 
local government, civic authorities, 
judges, the military of the district, 
national societies and sporting clubs, 
Fully 2,000 men were in line. 
The school children paraded to Govern- 
ment House, where they were welcomed 
by Lieut.-Governor Patterson and pre- 
sented with Jubilee medals. The mili- 
tary assembled at noon and gave the 
royal salute, which was accompanied by 
the ringing of bells, the blowing of 
whistles and other manifestations of 
joy. In the afternoon there were pic- 
nics and games at various parks, the 
day concluding with a grand illumina- 
tion of public and private buildings and 
a gorgeous pyrotecbnical display by the 
Manitoba government in the park near 
the parliament buildings. 

In every part of Manitoba and the 
Northwest demonstrations were held and 
dispatches report all successful with 
favorable weather. At Regina an ad- 
dress was made to the Lieut.-Governor, 
during! which he read the message of 
thimk.s from the Qiisen, which was re- 
ceived with loud cheers.

command; then the Canadian Hussars 
and Dragoons and the picturesque 
Northwest Mounted Police as escort to 
the first Colonial Premier to win so 
great a round of cheers from men and 
welcome waved by women — the Right 
Hon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

The Northwest Police, men to whom 
evidently the saddle had never been a 
novelty, made a striking appearance, 
quite as brave and serviceable looking 
as tho New South Wales Mounted 
Rilles, with their grey semi-sombreros 
and black cock plnmeB, who succeeded 
them escorting the Premier of New- 
South Wales, Right Hon. Sir S. N. Reid. 
The Victorian mounted troops followed, 
smart weather-beaten fellows in unat- 
tractive brownish uniform, succeeded 
by the New Zealand mounted contin- 
gent, a. line looking sunburned lot, 
drawn from almost every town of any 
importance in the Colony, displaying 
uniforms intended for conflict rather 
than the parade ground. Then came 
New Zealand's premier, Hon. Richard 
J. Seddon. f The Queensland mounted 
infantry came next, in kharkee tunics 
with scarlet facing, escorting the Prem- 
ier of Queensland, Sir H. M. Nelson. 

The Cape of Good Hope mounted 
ritles — well set up men, wearing scarlet 
—rode by to herald the coming of the 
Capo premier, Sir J. Gordon Sprigg. 
Attention was next claimed for a yellow- 
ish brown kharkee lot, with bright scar- 
let, from the blazing puggaree on their 
spiked helmets to the double stripsdown 
the seams of their tightly-fitting cordu- 
roy trousers, with largo chamois leather 
patches where the knees gripped the 
saddles, these being tho South Austral- 
ian mounted troops. Lean, long speci- 
mens of wiry manhood, they won ap- 
plause like the rest, and passing on 
gave place to the Premier of Newfound- 
land, Sir \V. H. Whiteway. Next came 
the Premier of Tasmania, Sir Eric Brail- 
don. Then one was transported to Na- 
tal, by the Natal mounted troops, a con- 
tincentsirailar iu model and equipment 
to their Cape brothers in arms. 

The premiers being disposed of, then 
succeeded a really most attractive dis- 
play of the mounted troops of the crown 
colonies, tho Rhodesian horse, the col- 
onial infantry, broken by three bands 
typical of the United Kingdom, those of 
the St. George's, London ; the Scottish, 
and the London Irish Lille Volunteer 
corps. From Canada there was a splen- 
did contingent 175 strong, with Col. 
Aylmer leading. Much applause was 
bestowed on the fine marching of these 
men, who in every way kept the Do- 
minion to the front. Following came 
the real oddities in the eyes of 
Londoners, the Zapticbs from CypriH, 
dividing the honors with the Dyaks of 
Borneo. Both are military police. The 
Zaplichs were mounted on island ponies 

and naturally wore the Turkish fey., I rode now came abreast. 



with jacket somewhat suggestive of Con 
stantinople. The Borneo Dyaks, yel- 
low-colored, smallish chaps, were eager 
ly expected by crowds, owning to their 
head-hunting proclivities, of which, 
however, no trace could be noticed in 
their dress. These and others coming 
after them emphasized the fact of how 
widely scattered are the races the Queen 
rules, including the Trinidad field artil- 
lery, the Sierra-Leone artillery, with 
their strange, small blue turbans and 
depending tassels and knickerbockers, 
and the British Guinea police, with 
their white curtained caps. The pro- 
cession ended as it began, with the de- 
fenders of the Dominion, the balance of 
the Northwest Mounted Police, a body 
of men London haB taken entirely to 
heart. As it slowly disappeared under 
the summer trees, the applause died 
away and people enthusiastically con- 
gratulated each other on what '"our 
colonies can do." 

THE .MILITARY I'KOCESSION. 

The second procession passed the 
Palace fifty minutes after the colonials 
had climbed Constitution Hill. Form- 
ing in Eaton Square and Sloan street, it 
more than eloquently filled up the pic- 
ture of Britain's war strength, and more 
than magnificently completed the carni- 
val of gorgeous costume and color, scar- 
let and blue and gold, white and yellow, 
shining cuirasses and polished helmets, 
plumes and tassels, furs and gold anil 
silver spangled cloths, bullion embroi- 
deries and accoutrements, splendid trap- 
pings for horses and more splendid trap- 
pines for men, sashes and stars, crosses 
and medals, medals for the Crimea, 
India, Seringapatam, the Nile, Ash- 
anti, Afghanistan, Cliitral, youth Af 



Canadian forces; andJW. Bell, Royal 
Guernsey Militia. 

Next came three officers of tho auxil- 
iary forces in attendance on the Prince 
of Wales, one hundred equerries, the 
naval and military attaches in aluhabet- 
ical order, beginning with Australia and 
ending with the|United States followed 
by General Nelson Miles, representing 
the United States army and General 
Lagron, representing President Faure. 
Then came the special envoys, in lan- 
daus. In the first carriage were represen- 
tatives of Costa Rica, Chili and 
Greece; in the second of Paraguay, Peru, 
Servia and Central America; in the 
third Mexico, Uruguay, Guatemala and 
Brazil; in the fourth China, Belgium, 
Holland and the Papal envoy; in the 
fifth tho envoys of tho United States, 
Prance and Spain. 

The crowd now began to show more 
eager interest in the approaching vehi- 
cles; they were nearer and nearer to 
the Queen. Five road landaus, painted 
like those which had just vanished, only 
horsed by four horses, four with bays, 
and the fifth with Dutch blacks in royal 
mews, appeared first. 

The Colonial escort came next, drawn 
from all the Colonies, the Canadian con- 
tingent representing almost all of tho 
provinces. Then the first part of the 
sovereigns escort rode into view, the 
Second Life Guards. As their well known 
brilliant uniforms appeared the crowd 
whispered electrically, "she's coming." 
The guards were soon succeeded by an 
escort of British and foreign princes. 
Following the Princes came the guard of 
honor, twenty-two officers of the native 
I npian cavalry corps, men of line phy- 
sique, picturesque uniforms, and strange 
faceB, But for these the crowd had few 
eyes, for the Commander-in-Chief fol- 
lowed and they could see the Queen's 
horses. It was the Queen at last! 

A cheer broke forth that seemed to 
shake the ground, renewed again and 
again as Her Majesty's carriage ap 
proached. Th«> famous eight Hanover 
lan creams, cream in color with long 
tails, white, cold almost fish-like eyes 
and pink noses, their manes richly 
woven with ribbons of royal blue, were 
now passing. Gorgeous they looked in 
their new state harness, saddle cloths of 
rjyal blue velvet with rich fringes of 
bullion of leather worked morocco above 
and blue morocco beneath glittering 
everywhere with royal arms, the 
lion, the unicorn, the crown, 
in gold literally, the harness of pomp 
and color and brightness, just such an 
effect as the heroic knights of Eliza- 
beth's time made in the panoply. The 
liveries of the postillions were in keep; 
ing with the harness and had cost $000 
apiece, being of scarlet anil gold coats, 
white trousers and riding boots. Por 
once sinco the Prince Consort's death 
the Queen permitted the mourning 
band to he removed from the men's 
arms and there waa no note of sorrow

HOMAGE FROM LONDON'S MAYOR. 

The Reign of Good Queen Bess Recalled by 
a Stately Ceremony at the 
City's Gates. 

At Temple Bar, Royal Law CourtB, 
June 23, 11:45 a.m.— The boundary of 
the faithful city has been crossed by Her 
Majesty, who received the ancient state- 
ly homage from the chief magistrate. 
Opposite the red buildings and the 
entiance to the Temple were filled 
with spectators in bunches like so 
many bouquets and as gorgeous. Tho 
griffin was profusely decorated. The 
Lord Mayor and city officials on horse- 
back arrived ten "minutes before the 
Queen was due, and very striking was 
their appearance. Sir Faudel-Philips 
wore the earl's robe, to which lord 
mayors are entitled when crowned heads 
visit the city, a cloak of ruby silk velvet 
and a gown of white silk and edged 
with ermine. The robe is identical 
with the coronation robes of 
peers.

LET US DEMAND JUSTICE. 

British Columbia baEes its demand for 
greater railway aid than it is receiving 
at the present session of parliament not 
upon favor;' but upon right. In view of 
the vastly excessive per capita contribu- 
tions of this Province towards the Fed- 
eral revenue and the disproportion be- 
tween them and the Federal expenditure 
in this Province, and in view of the ad- 
ditional fact that of the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway 125 mileB are not in the 
Province at all and that the whole line 
is in a commercial sense more for the 
beneOt of the prairie section and east- 
ern provinces than British Columbia, 
although we admit its great value to 
thia Province, insult ia added to injury 
when we are told that we cannot have 
any other railway aid thia year and 
must be content with the bounty of the 
East as exhibited in the construction of 
the Crow's Nest line. 

The question involved in this condi- 
tion of things has to be fought out, and 
it may as well be fought out now as at 
any other time. The sooner it is settled 
the better. The Province is no poor 
relation of the family, and it is high 
time that the fact was made known after 
a fashion that will not soon be forgotten. 
How this can beat be done remains to be 
seen. The first thing needed ia a series 
of protests of the strongest kind. If 
protests will not produce the desired 
effect we must endervor to devise some 
other means. But on thia point we de- 
sire to be most definite. Everything 

MUST UK DONE THAT CAN BE DONE WITH- 
IN THE LIMITS OF CONSTITUTIONAL AGI- 
TATION TO SECURE A JUST RECOGNITION 
OY THE RIGHTS OF THE PROVINCE IN 
THIS REGARD, 

Let ua go into the work to win. We 
will win if we nrosent an undivided 
front. The failure, which we all greatly 
to regret, ia due to the fact that the 
Province did not present an undivided 
front. If British Columbia speaks with 
a united voice its demand will receive 
attention. " You cannot check Mani- 
toba " said Sir John MacDonald on one 
occasion. Let us show the Dominion 
that British Columbia cannot be silenced 
when it asserts its just rights. 

There must be no strife between rival 
companies in thia matter. It ia better 
that all the companies having charters 
should be set aside and a new organiza- 
tion made to construct the road rather 
than that there should be delay. Neither 
tho Federal nor the Provincial govern- 
ment is powerless in this matter. Both 
will readily discover ways to act if they 
find the people united in a determination 
that there shall be aatiafactory action of 
sonie sort. 

A public meeting will probably be 
called for Saturday night. It ia in no 
sense in the interest of any company. 
It is a movement purely for an assertion 
of the rights of the Province. 



to talk about the outcome of a lawsuit 
after it has been ended. 

In regard to the Oriental Labor bill 
the Enterprise ia content to wait until 
the papers are brought down before dia- 
cussing the responsibility of the Attor- 
ney-General for the Lieutenant-Govern- 
or's action; but it declares the proroga- 
tion proceedings to havo been irregular, 
unprecedented and a part of " a carefully 
planned plot to shut off any discussion." 
This is so extraordinary a statement 
that we must aBk our readers to pardon 
ua, if we repeat what has already been 
said on this point. 

It is the invariable custom of British 
parliaments everywhere for the proroga- 
tion proclamation to bo made while the 
Sovereign or her representative is pres- 
ent. 

In no British legislature has it ever 
been the practice for the Speaker to take 
the chair after the Sovereign or her re- 
presentative has delivered the Speech at 
the close of the Bession. 

The Speaker of the British Columbia 
legislature has never taken the chair 
after the Speech, and there never was 
and never can be constitutionally a dis- 
cussion in the legislature after the 
Speech. 

It is absurd to talk about a plot to 
shut off discussion. The prorogation 
proclamation can he made at any 
moment of the day or night, no mat- 
ter what the legislature may be 
doing. A member may be in the middle 
of a speech, but the sovereign or her 
representative may interrupt him with 
a summons to tho house to appear before 
the representative of the crown and be 
prorogued. The difficulty, with the En- 
terprise, and people who talk as the 
•Enterprise does, is that they either havo 
forgotten or never knew the practice in 
Great Britain or other British countries, 
where there are two legislative bodies, 
which practice we follow here as 
closely as we can with one legis- 
lative body. In the Imperial 
Parliament, for example, the Commons 
is summoned to the House of Lords to 
hear the Speech, and at the cloie of the 
Speech the prorogation proclamation iB 
made. It is addressed to Mr. Speaker, 
who stands before the throne, with the 
Commons behind him. It our provincial 
legislatures Mr. Speaker's chair becomes, 
for the time being, the throne, and the 
proclamation is made therefrom, not, of 
course, by the Lieutenant-Governor per- 
sonally, but by the official deputed for 
that purpose by constitutional usage.

Hon. David W. Higgins, Speaker of 
the Legislature, has been interviewed in 
Nelson and made some statements as to 
Provincial politica, which we suppose 
will in due course be followed by a resig- 
nation of the Speakership. He is acting 
quite within Mb rights in declaring him- 
Belf in opposition, but this position is bo 
radically different to that which he oc- 
cupied when elected to the House 
and choBen aa Speaker, that it 
iB well worth his consideration 
whether he ought not forthwith to re- 
sign both bis official position and his 
seat in the legislature. Such a course 
of conduct would be strictly in line with 
parliamentary precedents. 

The declaration which Mr. Higgins 
has made does not come as a surprise to 
anyone. He has been talking along the 
same lineB for the last six or eight 
months, and we have not yet observed 
that he has at all weakened tho 
position of the government. In 
January last the Colonist gave circu- 
lation to a rumor that Mr. Higgins 
proposed doing what he has now done, 
but at the request of a gentleman who 
claimed the right to speak for him, a 
denial of the report waB printed. While 
courtesy compelled us to print the de- 
nial, we were fully satisfied that the 
publication of the report was only pre- 
mature. Now that he has made his po- 
sition very definitely known, his action 
hereafter will cease to be an unknown 
quantity, as it waB during the lato ses- 
sion. And that is about all that need be 
said on tho subject.

IT WIS REGATTA DAY. 



Thousands of Visitors Participate 
in the Festive Celebration of 
the Jubilee. 



How People Enjoyed the Holiday in 
Victoria Yesterday and What 
They Saw. 



Plenty of Amusement for All and 
No Unpleasant Incidents to 
Spoil Sport. 



Fortune and the weather has been 
kind to Victoria this year for bo far the 
Jubilee haa passed off in the most sue 
cessful way without a hitch. There haa 
been a happy absence of accidents too 
though yesterday afternoon there came 
near being a serious one. At the 
wharf at the foot of Johnson 
street where the ateamera Fingal 
and Florence embarked passengers 
for the regatta a portion of the Bupporta 
of the landing slip suddenly gave way 
with the weight of the mass of people 
standing on it. Fortunately the people 
managed to get off before the whole slip 
went down and consequently no one was 
hurt. It was a miracle, however, that 
numbers were not precipitated into the 
waters of the harbor with fatal results. 

The regatta, of course, took up the 
greater portion of the day, but there 
were plenty of other attractions of vari- 
ous kinds in the gun club shoot at the 
hill, the eights about town and the illu- 
minations in the evening, with the Car- 
nival of Madrid at the Caledonia Park. 

The steamerB and trains did a big 
business bringing people to add to the 
crowds already here, and the citizenB 
did all they could to make the visitors 
happy. 

The mayor and aldermen presided 
over the civic barge at the Arm and vis- 
itoro were very hospitably entertained 
by them and shown that Victoria was 
glad to welcome them and wanted to see 
them have a good time. 

The picturesque beauty of a regatta at 
the Arm, always the chief attraction at 
Victoria's celebrations, and this the 
Jubilee year formed no exception. 
Everyone who could get away from the 
city was on the Arm yesterday. Pleaauro 
boats of all shapes and sizes from the 
big family skill' to the crankiest of 
canoes were under way, and several 
small Bteamers did a thriving trade 
carrying people at two bits a head. The 
whole harbor seemed alive with craft 
from early in the forenoon. Then the 
E. & N. trains, omnibusaea and express 
wagons did a great business carrying 
people landward to within easy reach of 
the Gorge bridge, just above the Btarting 
and linishing point of the races. Visit- 
ors were charmed with the delightful 
scene presented on the way up the Arm. 
The tree-clad, green slopes, with pretty 
residences, embowered in roses, dotted 
here and there along the banks made a 
novel sight to many, and to add to the 
effect boathoufiea were decked out in 
bunting and gay parties of picnickers 
were to be seen enjoying life 
in the many pretty nooks along 
the Bhore. Additional interest waB 
felt in the personnel of the participants 
from the fact that the jack tars of the 
U. 8. S, Oregon were on hand to take in 
the sports, and all who ccald influence 
the course of events made it a point to 
see that these viBiting sailors had us 
good a time as possible. The races were 
somewhat late in starting, but this gave 
the spectators a chance to get a bit set- 
tled wliile yet their movements did not 
interfere with the progress of the racing 
craft. 

At the starter's barge the scone pre- 
sented was a lively one. Any number 
of sails, decorated skiffs and canoes wore 
moving about with trim steam launches 
of the Royal Navy or the U. S. S, Ore- 
gon darting hither and thither and 
then there were the bluejackets 
of both navies in their whalers and 
dingiesor sixteen-oaredpinnacea, tugging 
away at the stout oars and shoving the 
boat through the water at a great rate. 
The navy as usual took the moat 
prominent part in making the regatta a 
succesB. Then the Indian competitors, 
in their wonderful home-made canoes, 
were out in stronger force than in for- 
mer years, and indeed the great pictur- 
eaque feature of the day was the fleet of 
war canoes that entered for one race. 

Trie oflicers of the day performed their 
work well and Victoria owes them 
thanks for their efforts towards making 
a succobb of the racea. They were: 
Judee, Captain Finnis, R.N. ; referee, 
Captain Adair, R.N. ; starters. Captain 
J. D. Warren, Captain J. G. Cox, Capt. 
Gaud in ; Co. 6tarters, Lieutenant Booth- 
by, R.N., Lieutenant Hon. S. Hawke, 
R.N., Lieut. J. S. Luard, R.N. ; meas- 
urer, Mr. 8. Lawrie; clerks of course, 
Mr. Huyden, II. M. dockyard, Mr. D. 
Cartmel. And the hard worked Bccre- 
lary, Mr. Beaumont Boggs, was on 
hand to tell where everything 
was or to answer questions on 
all imaginable subjects. Bluejackets 
and marineb made Binart helpers. The 
Fifth Regiment band played in splendid 
style all the afternoon. 

Chief Michael Cope looked after the 
Indian races with great satisfaction to 
all.

race in which W, Adams and W. Me 
Kay took part, McKay winning with 
ease. 

Next on the programme was the 
naval ten-oared race, a hard two-and-a- 
half mile pull, in which boats from the 
Amphion, Pheasant, R.M.A., and Am- 
phiou No. "2 cutter took part. The R. 
M. A., with Capt. Barnes as coxa wain, 
won handily in 17.47 ; the PheaBant Bec- 
ond in IS, and Amphion No. 2 in 18.14. 

An extra race for the bluejackets of 
the U.S. S. Oregon was a very popular 
event, the people showing by their 
hearty applause how pleased they were 
to see the visitors, These bluejackets 
differ somewhat from the British in the 
style of their caps, a sort of blue toquee 
like the traditional pirates and very 
smart. They are first rate fellows and 
their boatB, which are considerably 
lighter than the British navy service 
craft, they made fly through the water 
at a great pace. Seven boats entered in 
the race, twocutters, twodingies, a launch 
and two lifeboats. Lifeboat No. 32 won, 
with its companion, No. 33, second and 
the launch third. 

The four oar lapstreak amateur 
brought out four strong crews from the 
James Bays. The first heat in this race 
was between (a) J. H. Austin [stroke], 
H. F. Stow, J. K. Macrae, A. H. Finlai- 
son [bow], (b) AV. Jesse [Btroke], P. R. 
Daniels, F. Norris, \V. tL. Wilkerson 
[bow]. In this heat Jesse's crew won. 

The second heat in the same race was 
between (a) W, McKay [stroke]' L. N. 
B. Bullock, N, McNeil, C. Geiger [bow], 
(b) G. H. Jesse [stroke], J. C. Bridg- 
man, W. Laing, W. Stephens [bow]. 
This second heat was won by the Mc- 
Kay crew, and the deciding heat between 
McKay's and Jesse's crew was in favor 
of McKay, after a very good race. 

The two men Indian canoe race 
brought out eight entries, Kuper Island, 
Claoumelets (2), Saanich Arm, East 
Saanich (2), Discovery Island, North 
Saanich. The Kuper Islanders won, 
with one Claoumelet second, and a dead 
heat for third place between the Saanich 
Arm and the second Claoumelet. 

The naval race for whalers brought out 
five crews — two from the Wild Swan, 
one each from the Pheasant, the Im- 
perieuse and the Amphion. This result- 
ed, aB all competitions in which the boys 
from the fleet take place, in a keenly 
contested race, not the leaBt exciting 
part of the affair being the wild gesticu- 
lations and antics of the coxswains in 
cheering on their crews. No. 2 of the 
Wild Swan crossed the line first, No. 1 
from the same ship being a close second, 
followed by those from the Imperieuse, 
Pheasant and Amphion in the order 
named. 

The "Bays'" old stand by, Dan 
O'Sullivan, had everything his own way 
in the senior single scull race, Widdow- 
son being the only other entry. O'Sulli- 
van won eaBily and almost without turn- 
ing a hair. 

There was a first and a second prize 
for naval pinnaces and there was a 
first and a second entry only, so that 
both crews obtained a just acknowledge- 
ment of their labor in rowing their 
gigantic punta over the courae. The 
pinnace of the flagship captured firBt 
money and the Amphion's second. So 
heavy are theBe unwieldy boatB that in 
spite of their large crews it takes some 
few Btrikes before they make the slight- 
est headway. 

The race for war canoea under -10 feet 
brought out entries from Kuper Island, 
Cowichan, Nanaimo, Claoumelet, 
Beecher Bay and Saanich Arm. It was 
a tight race in which the Claoumelets 
won with Kuper Island a close second 
and Nanaimo third. 

In the naval six bank the entries were 
the imperieuse Admirals galley, Imper- 
ieuse gig, Amphion galley and Imper- 
ieuse galley. Though the Admiral's 
galloy broke an oar nt bow in the start, 
it was changed as quick as lightning and 
the boat won handily with the other Im- 
perieuse boat second. 

The naval cutter race was between the 
Wild Swan and Imperieuse the latter 
winning easily. 

The big war-canoe race was a moBt ex- 
citing one. There were seven entries — 
Pachena, Nitinat, Claoumelets, Kuper 
Island, Nanaimo, East Saanich and 
Valdez Island. Away they went all to- 
gether with a will, while the crowd 
shouted its applause. Valdez Island 
won, with Olaoumeleta second and 
Kuper Island third. 

The all-comers' race for naval boats 
was an international one, and the in- 
terest was naturally very keen. There 
were twelve ontries, four boats being 
sont away together and the time then 
taken. The lighter boats from the U.S. 
S. Oregon were too fleet for the heavier 
Britishers, and the visitors captured the 
i rat three prizca. The cheering was 
deafening as the winners came in, the 
British Jack tars apparently just as de- 
ighted as if they bad themselves won, 
md the band played Yankee Doodle for 
the winners. The boats came in as 
follows : 

Oregon 10 oar pinnace, 15:13'...'; Ore- 
gon lifeboat, 16:23; Oregon whaler, 
16:27; Imperieuse eight oar gig, 10:30; 
Imperieuse 14 oar cutter, 10:38; Wild

10 oar pinnace, 17:40; Amphion 10 oar 
pinnace, 18:09; Imperieuse skiff and 
Imperieuse jollyboat, 18:30; Oregon 
dingev, 10:07'..'; Oregon second dingev, 
19:40. 

The last race waa the Kloochmans, be- 
tween Valdez Island, Kuper Island and 
Claoumelet. Claoumelet won with 
Kuper Island second.

CENTRAL AMERICAN TRADE. 

Canadian Commissioner in Victoria on His 
Way South. 

Mr. E. E. Sheppard, the commissioner 
appointed by the Dominion government 
to proceed to Central America for the 
purpose of learning what avennes of 
commerce can be profitably opened up 
there for Canadian trade, arrived in 
town last night. He is on his way now 
to Guatemala, and will to-day remain in 
Victoria for the purpose of meeting man- 
ufacturers and business men, to find out 
what their views are upon the subject 
of trade with the little republics south 
of Mexico and to gain an idea of „ what 
British Columbia products might with 
profit be exchanged with that part of 
the world, 

Speaking of his mission last night, 
Mr. Sheppard stated that he had brought 
with him from Eastern Canada over 380 
catalogues and price lists from manu- 
facturers, ranging pretty well over the 
field of the Dominion representative 
manufactures and products. He had 
stopped over on the way West to get 
some idea of the mining machinery in 
use. 

It in not long since the three small re- 
publics of San Salvador, Honduras and 
Nicaragua joined in what is now known 
as "the greater regublic." A telegram 
yestorday announced that Costa Rica 
and Guatemala are about to enter into 
the union with the other three and that 
September 15 is the day which has been 
fixed for the union. 

Mr. Sheppard has the advantage of 
having resided in Mexico for a number 
of years and has acquired a knowledge 
of the language and people that will 
stand him in good stead in his present 
mission. 

At eleven o'clock to-day he meets the 
business men of Victoria at a meeting in 
the Board of Trade rooms. He leaves 
for the South this evening. 



THE CARNIVAL OF MADRID. 

A Splendid Performance Given Before Thou- 
sands Despite the Threatening 
Weather. 

Spectators of the opening performance 
of the Carnival of Madrid at the Cale- 
donia grounds last evening numbered 
several thousand.

A QUESTION OP MEMORY. 

The Petition For a Meeting on Behalf of 
Railway Construction and Its 
Promoters. 

The Times declares the editorial refer- 
ence to its Manager in this morning's 
Colonist to be unprofessional and dis- 
courteous, also untruthful.

YACHTS WILL RACE. 



They "Will Spread Their White 
Wings Opposite Beacon Hill 
This Morning 



The Whole Course Can Be Seen 
From Shore to Good Ad- 
vantage. 



The yachtmen will have their innings 
to-day. Everything is now ready and if 
the weather is at all favorable, there will 
be some keen sport in the straitB. The 
entries closed at 12 o'clock last night, 
butarrangetnents have been made where- 
by belated yachts that do not arrive until 
this morning may make post entries. 

James Bay in tho vicinity of tho club 
house presents an animated appearance, 
the water being dotted with crafts of all 
descriptions. Tho long, speedy looking 
yachts, spick and span in their new 
paint and sails of spotless white, form an 
attractive picture. A splendid view of 
the course can be had from the Dallas 
road and Beacon Hill. 

All tho boats that are expected to 
take part are not yet entered, because 
some of them will be lato getting in 
from the Sound. The speedy yacht 
Grace Felix, of Tacoma, was expected to 
arrive some time during last night. The 
entries so far as made up last night 
were as follows :

There are a great many fishing boats 
here from the Fraser river and other 
points, and it is the intention to give 
the sturdy pullers a chance to show 
their prowess. A race of once around 
the course, six miles, has bean arranged, 
with a purse of $5 and an entrance fee 
of 50 cents for each boat added. There 
will be six men to each boat, and tho 
race will no doubt be an exciting one, 

Captain Burns and Captain Lawrie, of 
Esquitnalt, will act as starters and 
timers. Captain H. R. Foot and Cap- 
tain J. G. Cox will be the judges and 
Captain Balcom will officiate as referee. 
The course starts from an imaginary 
line running from Pearline rock and 
McLaughlin point, just beyond the 
Dallas hotel. The yachts will run in tho 
direction of Port Angeles one mile and 
five cables, and turning will run toward 
Albert Head two miles and four cables, 
ending with a free run home to staiting 
line. 

If the wind is favorable — and the pro- 
babilities were the chief topic of discus- 
sion last night among the yachtsmen- 
preparatory gun for class A will be fired 
at 9:60 o'clock this morning and the 
starting gun ten minutes later. The 
starting gun for one class will serve 
as the preparatory gun for the next. 

The yachts in class A. will sail three 
times around the course, with a time 
limit of five hours; class B. twice around 
the course, and a time limit of four 
hours ; class C. twice around the course, 
with a time limit of four hours; and 
class D. once around the course, with a 
time limit of three hours. 

The Myth came in from Whatcom 
last night about 8 o'clock, and she hove 
in sight just in time to receive a salvo of 
cheers from the bluejackets returning to 
the U. S. .S. Oregon in their boats. The 
Myth dipped her colors in acknowledg- 
ment. She is commanded by Captain

of the International Yacht Club. No 
regatta in these waters would be com- 
plete without the presence of Captain 
Learning. He is very popular among 
Victorians and the number of his friends 
is limited only by the number of his 
acquaintances. The Myth looks neat 
and trim as ever and in a light wind it, 
is said she will have the advantage over 
most of the others. 

Dr. G. E. Thompson, vice-commander 
of the Elliot Bay Yachting Club, of 
Seattle, is here with the White Star for 
his flagship. Superior Judge Moore, of 
Seattle, an enthusiastic yachtsman, is 
also here for the regatta. 

" Josh " Russell of Seattle is here, of 
course. He never misses a regatta if he 
iB in the vicinity, fie is an all-around 
athlete, being one of the star football 
players of Seattle. 

The Ariadne, of Whatcom, came in 
like a great white swan last night and 
received the cheers of the crews of the 
other yachts. Captain Abbott is in com- 
mand and hopes to duplicate her per- 
formances here and at Vancouver last 
year. 

The new yacht Britannia of Nanaimo, 
in charge of her owner, A. H. Seaton, is 
all ready for the starter's gun. The 
steamer Maud will follow the yachts 
around the course and any friends of 
members of the club can get transporta- 
tion, by applying to Secretary Mallen- 
daine.

The Royal Household presents to the 
Queen a large brooch of fine brilliants, 
having in the centre an exceptionally 
lustrous pearl to match the Jubilee neck- 
lace, presented to her in 1887 by the 
daughters of the Empire. 

CAPTAIN BOYCOTT DEAD. 

His Experiences Added a New Word to the 
English Language. 

London, June 22. — Captain Boycott is 
dead. He was about 55 years of age and 
became famous through being the first 
man subject to "boycott" in Ireland. 
He was land agent in 1SS1 in the Conne- 
mara section, County Mayo, where he 
collected rente.

Arlington and Anaconda, Groups 
Change Hands— A Substantial 
Scottish Investment. 



Some very gratifying news has been 
received by the directors of the Argo 
Company. A few days ago word came 
that a rich striko of galena had been 
made in the face of the lower tunnel. 
Now information has been received that 
tho survey of the Belt claim has been 
completed and disclosed the fact that 
instead of 1,500 feet long (on the lead) it 
was nearer 2,500 feet. A large fraction, 
about 1,000x1,500 feet, has thus been 
gained by the company. This has been 
named " The Kickers." Another large 
fraction in between tho Argo and Belt 
claims was also discovered and located 
for the company. It is called " The 
Christie." A third was discovered at 
the southeast corner of tho Belt, and ex- 
tending into the valley, its title being 
"The Gladstone." These, with the 
original "Argo" and "Belt" claims 
give the company five claims, and 
nearly, or perhaps more than double the 
land the company anticipated acquiring. 
In Btich a location as the Argo iB, this 
means a great deal, and increases the 
value of the company's assets enor- 
mously. Tho Argo bids fair to turn out 
one of the best mines floated iuVictoria, 
and will almost certainly enrich its for- 
tunate owners. The company com- 
menced shipping on the 15th. and it is 
hoped regular shipments will follow. 
Recent assays give $148.20 in silver and 
lead. 

THE FIRST REFINED COTTEK, 

The first copper ever produced in Bri- 
tish Columbia has just been turned out 
of the refining furnace of tho Hall mines 
smelter. It carries97 per centof copper, 
silver and gold, and iB valued at $530 per 
ton, including $50 in gold. Between ten 
and twelve tons daily are being turned 
out, and as soon as ten cars (250 tons) 
can be loaded, it will be shipped to Eng- 
land for final treatment and separation. 
The reason given for sending it, to Eng- 
land is that it can be treated cheaper 
there. There iB a sufllcient quantity of 
matte on hand to keep the furnace btiBy 
for the balance of the month, and the 
blast furnace is steadily turning out 
more. As soon as that now on hand is 
consumed, tho furnaces will treat an old 
furnace bottom containing between $50,- 
000 and $00,000 in value. 

The SilverKing mine is sending down 
the tramway about 120 tons of ore daily, 
and this will soon be increased to 200 
tons, as the mine is in lirst-claas work- 
ing order. The ore being taken out ib 
far above the average. 

THE ARLINGTON AND ANACONDA. 

A mining deal of some magnitude haa 
been closed by C. II. Thompson, of Spo- 
kane, with O. D. Sperry and others, by 
which he secures control of the stock of 
the Martin Creek Gold and Copper Min- 
ing Company, owning the Arlington 
group of five claims, and also takes a 
bond on the Anaconda group of eight 
claims adjoining. This makes a solid 
block of ttn 'claims which he now con- 
trols, with the Garland, Jessie and Jessie 
extension a mile distant. 

Capt. Thompson bought 700,000 shares 
of Martin Creek stock, having ahead}' 
done considerable development on the 
Arlington group for a proportion of the 
stock. The Arlington ledge is appar- 
ently seventy feet wide and a tunnel 
runs on it for sixty-five feet, with the 
whole face in concentrating ore, which 
assays about $10 gold and copper, while 
there are streaks of high grade ore 
carrying $12.00 gold, eight ounceB silver 
and 3-1 per cent, copper. 

The other groups which Capt. Thomp- 
son has bonded for $17,000 is the Ana- 
conda group, adjoining the Arlington, 
which has a large surface showing, but 
has little work done.

By his example and 
influence he has been instrumental in 
inducing other Spokane men to acquire 
interests in the Cascades, and his suc- 
cess in former mining ventures gives 
value to his judgment. Ho and Mr. 
Blackwell are the principal owners of 
the Wonderful mine in the Slucan dis- 
trict, which has become known as the 
galena hydraulic, through the washing 
lown of large masses of galena float to 
expose the ledge.

Col. A. N. Hamilton is showinc in 
Seattle a beautiful specimen of bornite 
from the Van Anda mine on T-jxada 
island. It carries about 50 per cent, 
copper and is of a rich blue color. It 
comes from an ore-shoot two feet wide 
in the drift at the eighty-foot level in 
the shaft. xVbout ten tons a day of this 
ore is being mined. Arrangements are 
being made for the shipment of a cargo 
to Vivian & Sons at Swansea, Wales. A 
test shipment of five tons of chalco- 
pyrite, "carrying gold, silver, copper, 
nickel and cobalt, was made to this linn 
from the Silver Tip on Texada island 
recently.
